? lumber of hogs have been lost to 
heir owners, having had to be 
shot on account of disease. 

There seems to be some uncer¬ 
tainty as to whether the animals 
were suffering from hog cholera, or 
some other disease peculiarly their 
own, but in the end it amounted to 
the same as far as the owners were 
concerned, for they all had to be 
destroyed. 

The amount of vigilance which 
is being exercised by the govern¬ 
ment in *the direction of health and 
sanitation is very much more strict 
than it used to be. A man fannot 
keep a diseased animal on his place 
very long these days before the 
matter is noised abroad and oro- 
ceedings instituted. It therefore 
behoves all who are holding stock to 
see to it that the accommodation 
which is provided for the animals 
should be of the' best possible kind 
as far as cleanliness is concerned, 
for there can be no doubt about it 
that a lot of mischief is caused by 
uncleanliness and carelessness. In 
the cases to which we have referred 
there seemed to be some doubt as 
to whether the disease had 
been shipped with the hogs from 
the East, or whether they fiad con¬ 
tracted it while in Calgary, as they 
were well kept on arrival at their 
destination. But all-who are going 
in for the keeping of stock should 
see to it that the places for the ani¬ 
mals are in a healthy state. If they 
are not they are likely to jeopardise 
not only the welfare of the stock, 
but the health of humanity.

Prevent “Special Acts” 

The commission would undoubtedly 
keep a watchful eye for “Special Acta” 
which override the regular city and 
town Acts. Legislation of this char¬ 
acter should only he enacted when 
very necessary. What Is the use of 
framing restrictive laws If they can 
j be easily overri *en by “Special Acts.” 

It may here be stated that Western 
Canadian School Districts and rural 
municipality debentures have been 
practically free from criticism due 
largely to the fact that the Department 
of Education In the one case, and the 
Department of Municipal Affairs In the 
other, exercise considerable Influence 
over the borrowings of such bodies. 

The personel of the commission la 
an exceedingly important matter. It 
would he desirable to select, It pos¬ 
sible, men removed from th j political 
arena. In fact men who have never 
exhibited pronounced political lean¬ 
ings and who bear such a reputation 
as would entitle them to the confi¬ 
dence of the investing public in par¬ 
ticular. These n.ej might be select¬ 
ed for an Indefinite term in manner 
rimllar to that employed in the ap¬ 
pointment of the Dominion Railway 
Commission. In their own Interests 
they should he disfranchised in Mun¬ 
icipal and Provincial elections so long 
as they were members of the commis¬ 
sion. We believe suitable men can 
be found without going outside our 
F -evince. Right here we would ad¬ 
vance the opinion that the position 
should seek the man, and not the men 
seek the office. 

The number might he five and not 
more than seven.

▲ report on tnduitrial and living 
conditions In Afghanistan, which a 
Christian enters on .pain of death, 
has been]made by Henry »• Baker, 
on sp<H-lal commercial service In the 
far east 1 

Mr. Baker calls Afghanistan the 
buffer state between British India 
and the Raaslan possessions in Asia. 
It has an area of 100,000 square 
miles and a population estimated at 
6,000,000, though no census has 
ever been taken. Its inhabitants 
are without exception Mohamme¬ 
dans, and, save only Tibet, it is the 
largest closed country In the world, 
presenting the anachronism of a 
nation in the twentieth century 
which forbids tl e entrance into Its 
territory of the foreign missionaries 
either of religion or commerce, as 
well as making the profession of 
Christianity among its subject pun¬ 
ishable by death. 

"If any person particularly wishes 
to visit Afghanistan he can get into 
the country only by interesting the 
Ameer personally in the object of 
his visit, which, however. It may be 
found very - difficult to do." Mr. 
Baker says. "No commercial travel¬ 
er can get Into Afghanistan unless 
the Ameer might be Induced to take 
an interest in his particular line of 
business. Even then it would not 
be found convenient or advantage¬ 
ous to undertake a trip into Afghan¬ 
istan unless the Ameer would pjr- 
sonally guarantee one's comfort and 
safety and provide a military escort 
to Kabul or Kandahar or wherever 
else it was desired to go. 

"After application has been made 
to the Ameer for a permit, or fir¬ 
man, to visit Afghanistan—and by 
having advanced some particularly 
potent argument the firman may 
perhaps be granted—the deputy 
secretary to the Government, if be 
deems it wise, will then grant per¬ 
mission to cross the frontier at the 
traveler's own risk. 

. “A regulation letter granting such 
permission to a representative of a 
business house in Bombay, of whicb 
1 have a copy, reads as follows: 

.With reference to your letter dat¬ 
ed —, I am directed to inform you 
that the honorable the chief com¬ 
missioner and agent to the governor 
general in the northwest frontier 
orovlnce is being directed to allow 
Mr. — of your firm to cross thh 
frontier, subject to the production 
by him of his majesty the Ameer'e 
firman and the political agent In the 
Khyhpr pass being satisfied that the 
Afghan Government has made ar¬ 
rangements for Mr. —'s escort and 
transport. 

1 am to add that the Government 
of India accepts no responsibility 
whatever in connection with the ob¬ 
ject of Mr. ■—’s journey to or stay 
In Afghanistan and that he proceeds 
there at his own risk. 

"About the only instances In 
which Eurppeans have ever been 
allowed to travel Into Afghanistan 
is when machinery or other articles 
have been required by the Ameer to 
bis Government or special medical 
assistance needed at the court. At 
present there are understood to be 
six Europeans and two Americana 
residing in the country."

"*■ occasions at present on wbiob 
one oan take up a daily paper 
without reading the account of a 
fire. 

Not long ago it was Didsbury, 
then shortly after that came 
Okotoks, and now Bow Island has 
been subjected to the (ury of tha 
flames. Of city tires there have 
also been a share. Montreal and 
Oalgary having bad their fearful 
experieDoe, but it is tbe fires in 
the smailei towns, 'towns wbiob 
consist chiefly of wooden buildings 
to whiob our attention ought to 
turn if only to see bow the in 
habitants of those plaoes stand in 
regard to their fire protection. 
The oiroumstanoes m the main are 
the same amounting to inadequate 
fire protection. The town in al¬ 
most any instance could have been 
saved, or the amoqnt of damage 
been lessened, had the tire fight- 
iug outfits' been adequate to 
quelliDg the blaze when it first 
broke out, but unhappily, it seems 
for tbe most part the apparatns 
for ti:htmg tiro has been 
insufficient, with the result that it 
has been worse than useless. 

In these cryptic writings there 
is a moral for all small towns from 
whioh. Vuloan is not exempt, and 
it is worth while asking ourselves, 
whether we as dwellers in a small 
town whose buildings consist 
mainly of wood, have read in the 
reports tbe moral that is theirs if 
we but look fur it. If that moral 
has been seen then our town tire 
department ought to be in a state 
of absolute efficiency. Is it? 
Every man to whom is assigned a 
place on tbe engines ought to 
have full working knowledge of 
tbe parts. Has he got it? In the 
event of one particular man hav¬ 
ing snob a plaoe to fill, being ill or 
otherwise unable to turn out at 
the required time, there ought to 
be a second man whose knowledge 
qualities him to step iu aud fill the 
vaoauoy.

LAND REGULATIONS 

' I 'HE sole bead of a family, or any 
t male over 18 yeara old, may home¬ 
stead s quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear ia person at tbe Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-AgeMcy for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at tbe 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Dutiea-rSix months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on s 
farm of at least 80 seres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. 7 A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity.

tect it before it is too late and we 
find ourselves in the same petition 
'65‘our southern neighbours. - 

Chief amongst the causes that 
tend to keep the game and fish 
| from increasing are the Stoney 
| Indians. The tribes of Blackfeet, 

, Stonies. Sarcees, Bloods, and 
[Blackfeet, are all under the one 
treaty, this treaty states that these 
Indians shall have the right to 
pursue their usual avocation of 
hunting and fishing subject to 
such regulations as shall be made 
from time to time by His Majesty’s 
ministers in council. 

Now the last regulations pub¬ 
lished governing these Indians 
allowed them to kill all the meat 
they require for their own con¬ 
sumption, and six head more per 
annum without any restriction as 
to time, place, age, sex or specie. 

The Indians of to-day are still 
under these regulations and they 
cannot legally be got at by the 
provincial authorities. 

The Stoney tribe are the 
principal hunting tribe and al¬ 
though law abiding they and their 
dogs live for months on end on 
game alone. 

Now it does not require an order 
in parliament a simple proclamation 
by the minister of Indian affairs 
would put the Indians under the 
same laws as those governing the 
white settlers and hundreds of 
head of valuable game would be 
saved every year. 

Statistics got up by the forestry | 
department show that every head 
of big horn killed by foreign sports 
men represent in the neighbour¬ 
hood of $500 and other game in 
proporitlon. . 

The tourist element when once 
started to flow in any given direc¬ 
tion will be an ever increasing 
stream providing you can offer > 
them any inducement. Let . us 
therefore protect our natural re-' 
sourses before it becomes too late [ 
as the harm done in one year;

“Of this acreage in oats we have 
found that 986 acres 011 the home 
place have averaged 109 bushels 
and 21 pounds, while the average 
on the whole acreage of 2880.4 
acres is found to be 100 bushels 
and ten pounds.

The 
trusty team was ready for the road. 
Contrast this with city life. The city 
man needs water.
